Diabetes is a disease in which 
there is improper burning of 
the fuel supplied as food. 

In addition to water, foods are 
ol three classes: the proteins, 
such as lean meat, and the white 
ot egg; fats, such as exist in 
butter, cream, nuts, yolk of egg 
and the fat of meat carbohydr¬ 
ates, including starches and sug 
ars. The latter are found in 
bread and cereals, in vegetable .. 
such as potatoes and corn, and 
in fruits 

• 

The human machine is a sort 
of furnace. Human beings arc 
the stokers. Food is the fuel. 

Sometimes the wrong fuel or 
an excess of fuel is used. Certain 
diseases result from the mis-usc 
of the fuel or of using some of 
the luel to excess. Sometime.* 
the machine breaks down anti 
cannot burn ej/en the best of 
fuel. 

These foods are taken into tli 
body, there to be broken up by 
the digestive juices, absorbed 
tli rough the wall of the intestine 
and carried by the blood to nour 
ish the tissues of the body. 

In the process of metabolism, 
that is, the proper burning up 
of the food taken into one’s 
body. Hie full amount of energy 
contained in the food is supplied 
to the body. If metabolism be 
disordered, there is improper 
burning of the food. One of the 
diseases of disordered metabol¬ 
ism is known as diabetes. 

There is a small organ in the 
abdomen called the pancreas, 
the chief function of which is 
t > secrete a substance known as 
insulin. If insulin be deficient 
in amount, little of the starches 
and sugars can be burned. In¬ 
sulin seems to be necessary to 
oil the machinery, as it were. 
W hen the carbohydrates are not 
burned, they accumulate in the 
body, causing thirst. In consequ 
once the patient drinks large 
quantities of water and, of cou 
rse, passes urine frequently. The 
urine contains the sugar which 
the patient is unable to use. As 
the body is not properly nour¬ 
ished, he is hungry and, more¬ 
over, loses weight, strength and 
vigor. He may develop boils and 
in aged persons gangrere may 
follow a slight injury such as 
the paring of a corn. 

The basis of treatment is reg 
illation of the diet. This, as well 
as the use of insulin, should be 
prescribed by a physician. 

Insulin is a crutch, not a cure. 
1 he diabetic cannot manufact¬ 
ure enough insulin for his needs 
and artificially supplied insulin 
takes the place of what the

WEEKLY LETTER 

SWEET MILK AND CREAM 
DURING THE HOT SUMMER 
MONTHS 

The time of year is now at 
hand when high temperatures 
will prevail and souring of mills 
and cream will he a rather com¬ 
mon occurrence where proper 
care is not taken with cooling 
facilities. It is common know¬ 
ledge that cream and milk sour 
much more rapidly during per¬ 
iods of high temperatures than 
during the cooler months of the 
year, but it may not he such 
common knowledge that the 
cause of this is the rapid in¬ 
crease in bacterial growth <lu 
to the increase in temperatures. 

When milk is first drawn from 
the cow’s udder it contains v<v\ 
few bacteria, but during the 
milking process bacteria enter 
the milk from the air, from the 
dirt which falls from the sides 
of the flanks of the cow and in 
some cases from the milking 
utensils, particularly if these 
have not been throuoghly ster¬ 
ilized. As milk has a tempera¬ 
ture of approximately 90 de¬ 
grees when drawn from the cow 
it provides a first-class medium 
for the growth of bacteria, and 
unless it is rapidly cooled to a 
temperature of between 40 and 
50 degrees the growth of bac¬ 
teria will lie very rapid and sour 
ing will take place within rela¬ 
tively few hours. As an example 
it may be noted that tests con¬ 
ducted with milk produced un¬ 
der highly favorable conditions 
of cleanliness remained sweet for 
only 36 hours at 100 degices V. 
60 hours at 75 degrees, 1H0 hrs. 
at 55 degrees, and 396 hours at 
40 degrees. This indicates very 
clearly the necessity oi l e< ping 
milk or cream cool if it is to be 
he kept sweet for any length of 
time, and also shows the possi¬ 
bilities of maintainng high qual¬ 
ity in dairy products with pro¬ 
per care. 

One point in regard to the 


cooling of milk or cream which 
is often overlooked i sthe nec¬ 
essity of bringing it to the re¬ 
quired temperature as quickly 
as possible after it is drawn 
1 rom the cow. 

In order to accomplish this, 
rapid cooling must take place 
immediately after milking and 
lor this purpose cold water is 
much more satisfactory than air 
<d the same temperatute. Water 
is a much better conductor of 
hoit than air and while an ice 
well or ice house may be a sat¬ 
isfactory storage place for milk 
m (-ream neither one is efficient 
,or cooling. The simplest 

method of rapid cooling is to 
place the cans containing the 
milk or cream into a tank of 
( "li| watei, about 45 degrees F\ 
xv; 1 ■ 1 ‘ihout 4 gallons of water 
allowed for each gallon of milk 
crca mto he cooleed. It is 
very seldom that water of this 
I en 11 ;era tu re can be obtained 
without the use of ice but as ice 
can be readily available in this 
couiitry no difficulty is involved 
in this respect. Both the milk 
and cream as well as the water 
should be stirred occasionally 
to speed up the cooling process.

an( l easily constructed and 
plans and speifications for var¬ 
ious types can be obtained from 
Hie Lethbridge Experimental 
Station.
